The origin ol the fire in whit h his 
sisters, M illiam ateen, 16 and 3Iarion, 
19, perished, had rem ained a mys­ 
te ry until cleared up by McDowell s 
confession yesterday.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Feb. 21. 
Bishop Theophile M eerschaert, bead 
of the Rot an 
Catholic 
church in 
Oklahoma, died in a hospital here to­ 
day from pneumonia. 
H** was 76 
years old and had been in ill health 
several months. 
Following within two years after 
the opening of the area to white set­ 
tlement, 
Bishop 
Theophile 
Meers- 
charet established him self at Guth­ 
rie in 1891 and from that tim e until 
the present had been identified with 
the work of the Catholic church in 
Oklahoma. 
Born 
in 
RussingrJew. 
Belgium, 
August 4, 1847, he fitted himself for 
the priesthood and cam e to America 
in 1872 where hr> at once became a 
pioneer of the cloth. 
Arriving in the new country, ho 
wa nt to Natchez, 3Iis?„ and soon was 
assigned to his first charge consist­ 
ing of the Missions of Jordan River, 
Pearl River, and Wolf River, in Ifan- 
cock and Harrison counties, Missis­ 
sippi. 
Privation and 
sacrifice 
attended 
his m inistry. 
Traveling by hor-e or 
afoot, he serv» d the parishonors of 
the none too wealthy missions sleep­ 
ing in tiieir humble homes and eat- 
tfic their often frugal fare. 
Two years later lie was transfer­ 
red to Ocean Springs, 3Iiss., and 
there lived 
through 
tin* 
terrible 
plague of yellow fever that d e s c e n d ­ 
ed upon the south in 1875, 
Day and 
night the 
young 
priest 
labored 
among the 
suffering 
until he. too, 
was stricken. Despaired of, he rallied 
and went to Europe to recuperate. 
A recurrence of the epidemic, how­ 
ever, cut short his visit and he has- 
tend back to the task of mini: tering 
to the dying. 
From Ocean Springs he was trans-
